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1. The reply filed on 5/21/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Sequence 
Compliance notice mailed to Applicant on 3/15/02 in Paper No. 10 because: the 
Sequence Compliance notice set forth to Applicant (see item no. 7 of Paper No. 10) 
required that the sequences recited in page 14 must be identified by a sequence 
identifier, i.e. SEQ ID No: X. The nucleotide/amino acid sequences in page 14 of the 
specification are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide sequences as set forth 
in 37 C.F.R. 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). The M.P.E.P., Section 2422.02, 37 CFR 1.821(b) 
requires exclusive conformance, with regard to the manner in which the 
nucleotide/amino acid sequences are presented and described, with the sequence rules 
for all applications that include nucleotide sequences that fall within the definitions. 
When a sequence is presented in the specification or a drawing, the sequence must still 
be included in the Sequence Listing and a sequence identifier ("SEQ ID NO:X") must be 
used. It does not appear that the sequences recited in page 14 and the Sequence 
Listing, are presented with a sequence identifier. 

Failure to comply with these requirements will result in ABANDONMENT of the 
application under 37 C.F.R. 1 .821 (g). Extensions of time may be obtained by filing a 
petition accompanied by the extension fee under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 1 .136. In 
no case may an applicant extend the period for response beyond the six month 
statutory period. A fully responsive reply must be timely filed to avoid abandonment of 
this application.
